ished scientists and savants havi 
found a placé in parliament and 
their services be made available to 
the country by this means; that the 
hurly-burly of ordinary politics 
does not provide for such repre- 
sentation. Gladstone, Rosebery, 
Ramsay MacDonald have been re- 
turned to the Commons by such 
means, Lord Tweetdsmuir, now 
Canada’s Governor-General, was 
sent to the Commons by the Scot- 
tish Universities.

There seems to be no satisfying some people. 

Just when I thought I had politely answered 
all recent critics, comes a letter from a Social 
Crediter in Red Deer, accusing me of insulting 
Premier Aberhart by referring to him, in con- 
nection with his sermons on Biblical prophecy, 
as “Evangelist Aberhart.”

Provincial Retail Merchants’ Association lunch- 
eon. He was discussing his measure to estab- 
lish a licensing system for retail merchants 
Said he: 

“There was no intention of setting a 
definite price for every article sold, from 
tacks to automobiles. That would not be 
practicable. Merchants need not wait for 
any commissioner to sit down and figure out 
the price for every one of the thousands 
of articles sold today. 

“The government planned to regulate 
business by a license plan. Under a license 
plan, any merchant who did not ‘play fair’ 
or ‘refused to co-operate’ would lose his 
license and thus be prevented from doing 
business within the province. 


“A merchant who refused to ‘play the 
game’ would first be warned, and then, if 
he refused to co-operate, would have his 
license revoked.” 

“Playing fair” and “playing the game,” etc., 
in this application, means maintaining retail 
prices at a uniform high level. “Refusing to co- 
operate” is when a merchant is willing to sell 
at a lower rate of profit than the majority of 
his fellows. What the minister is doing is to 
attempt a combine in all trades, such as the 
illegal Fruit Combine that was prosecuted and 
heavily fined a few years ago in the criminal 
courts. If he succeeds in getting around the 
of the Criminal Code, it will have the 
effect of increasing retail prices to the poor and 
to those on relief. (People with money and 
with time to wait will have the option of buy-

ing from the mail order houses outside the 
province.) 
Here clearly is a situation where it is in 


the highest degree generous to differentiate be- 
tween Provincial Secretary Manning the poli- 
tician and Evangelist Manning the religionist.

Biliousness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Although most doctors frown upon the use 
of the word bilious, T find that, many patients 
complain of biliousness and it is ceriain that a 
sick man is not concerned as much with the 
correct name of his symptom as he is with 
relicf. When the average layman develops a 
certain set of symptoms he 
immediately pictures himself 
as bilious. Undoubtedly, the 
name biliousness has come to 
stand for something in the 
popular mind and the average 
person readily understands 
what is meant by it, when he 
might be confused if a differ- 
ent terminology were used. 

The patient who feels bil- 
ious is blue, depressed and 
weary; he has a headache, a 
coated tongue and a poor appetite. The skin 
has a muddy, sallow look and the whites of the 
eyes may take on a faint yellowish tinge. His 
stomach is upset and the intestinal elimination 
is poor. This type of attack may develop in 
both children and adults, As a general rule, 
the patient feels miserable for a few days, after 
which the liver readjusts itself and the symp- 
toms disappear. 

The most common cause of bilousness is over 
eating and particularly over eating of rich 
foods. The patient with a sluggish liver and 
the resulting retention of bile will do well to 
omit fats, greasy foods, sugars and starches for 
a time, and to use a larger amount of vegetables 
instead. 

When the body is enervated by bad habits 
other than incorrect eating, the liver may seem 
to be unable to take care of an extra amount 
of heavy food. Any habit which wastes energy 
which-should be given to the liver will in time 
induce a sluggishness of this organ in those 
with a tendency to liver disorders. Late hours, 
worry, excitement, a sedentary life and excesses 
of every kind are potent causes in encouraging 
biliousness. Before the patient expects perman- 
ent relief, it is very important that he learn 
to change those habits of living which are “not 
good” into those which are “good” in every 
way. 

It is especially important for the patient 
with a tendency to biliousness to secure an ade- 
quate intestinal elimination and when the colon 
refuses to empty itself normally then the enema 
may be used, or a larger amount of bulk may 
be provided for the purpose of encouraging 
peristalsis. This bulk may be secured through 
eating a larger quantity of green leafy vege- 
tables or may be secured through using agar- 
agar, psyllium seed, mineral oil or some other 
substance which will help matters along. 

Vigorous exercise is of undoubted benefit 
in aiding the liver to function better and those 
who have a marked tendency to attacks of 
biliousness often improve. remarkably through 
the simple measure of increasing the exercise 
taken. 

Right diet, intestinal cleanliness and plenty 
of exercise are the three most important helps 
you may use in preventing the ordinary attack 
of biliousness.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. C. writes: “I would like to 
know the cause of a pain in the left shoulder, 
wrist and arm. What would you advise to re- 
lieve it?” 

ANSWER: Your trouble might be neuritis or 
it might be a reflex from angina pectoris, a 
form of heart derangement. You should have a 
thorough examination by your doctor to de- 
termine the cause of the trouble. 

QUESTION: R. K. asks: “Wlil you 
advise the proper diet for one with low 
pressure?” 

ANSWER: One with low blood pressure 
should live on a well balanced diet. No special 
foods are required, but simply good combina- 
tions, such as I suggest in my weekly menus. 
Increasing your physical exercise each day will 
do more than anything else to bring up your 
blood pressure. 

QUESTION: Mrs. John B. asks: “Will you 
please explain through the health column what 
is meant by ‘dextrinized’ food?” 

ANSWER: Dextrinized food is that which 
has been thoroughly toasted or browned all 
the way through, thus changing any starch that 
particular food may have into what is cailed 
dextrin. In this form digestive organs are 
saved much work, as the dextrinizing process 
prepares the food for immediate assimilation. 
When the starch itself is eaten, it must be con- 
verted into a substance similar to dextrin before 
it can be assimilated.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Monday), in 1871, 
two members were returned for 
one seat in the House of Com- 
mons. It was in Marquette, Man 
Each of the ididates—Angus 
McKay and James S. Lynch-—had 
polled the same number of votes, 
282 each. At that time the elec- 
toral law did not give the re- 
turning officer the right to cast 
a deciding vote, so there was no- 
thing for him to do but to report 
the facts to the Clerk of the 
Crown in Chancery, who in turn 
made his report to the House of 
Commons. The matter was re- 
ferred to the cormmittee on priv- 
leges and elections, which re- 
ported that the returning officer 
should (under the law as it then 
was) have reported both candi- 
dates elected. On April 25, 1872, 
the Clerk of the Crown in Chan- 
cery was called to the House and 
gave his statement, after which

Forecasting extensive develop-

Renewal of the agreement be- 
tween the province and the Do- 
minion government, for the con- 
tinued policing of this province 
by the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, has been signed, Premier 
William Aberhart announced on 
Monday. 

Terms of the renewal are the 
same as formerly. j 
The agreement calls for total pay-'| 
ment of $250,000 a year by the pro-| 
vince. Prior arrangements called | 
for payment of $225,000, the differ- | 
cence being attributable to the fact 

that 25 more constables are on the 
strength and the cost of each is the 
mé as heretofore, namely, $1,000 
per year for each constable. } 

The extra constables were taken | 
on as a result of the increased work 
due to handling relief in unorgan- | 
ized districts of the province. 

Of the total cost of the province 
$50,000 is allocated for travelling 
«expenses of the police and prison- 
ers and the rest for services of the 
force.

The minister stated that “Upo 
a further analysis of the net yen- 
eral debt of $123,643,694.77 we find 
that $64,611,234.11 is represented by 
expenditures on roads, ferries, 
bridges, public buildings; loans par- 
tially secured of $8,232.935, both of 
these figures being book values. 


CAPITAL LOSSES

Union Cracks Down 
Upon Importations 
At Annual Meeting 


More Consideration to be! 
Given Canadians and! 
Trafficking of Ameri-| 
cans Halted. |

TORONTO, March 2.—The first | 
nation-wide barrier against immi-| 
grant football players from the} 
United States was firmly in place! 
today. There will be no more im-/ 
porting for the 1936 season. | 
At its annual meeting here Sat-| 
urday the Canadian Rugby Union| 
moved to curb importation of| 
American players and at the same 
time tinkered cautiously at the spe- 
cial, request of western delegates, 
with playing rules. Major atten- 
tion was given the hitherto flour- 
ishing importing business. 

Players resident in Canada from 
today will be eligible, under C.R.U. 
regulations, for the 1936 season, 
under a resolution submitted by | 
Vice President W. C. Foulds of 
‘Toronto and approved by the con-| 
vention. Three western represent- 
atives voted against the motion, 


LONGER RESIDENCE 

After this year longer residence | 
will be necessary. 

United States players must live 
in Canada 12*months continuously 
prior to the October 1 opening of 
the season. There is only one loop- 
hole. The C.R.U. executive will 
have power to deal with cases con- 
flicting with the residence rule 
“provided the circumstances clearly | 
indicate that the change of resi- 
dence was bona fide and not attri- 
butable to participation in football.” | 

Representatives of eastern unions 
moved straight to the point when| 
the Foulds resolution came up. One 
after another they announced they 
were determined to develop Cana- 
dian players and no longer bring | 
in American stars. | 

“We have sidetracked Canadian 
players in favor of players from 
the United States long enough,” | 
said Foulds. “We must give more 
consideration to the Canadian play- 
er. There has been trafficking tn 
American stars and I think it has | 
not done our game any good.’ 

Joe Ryan of Winnipeg and John 
Bannerman of Calgary urged a one- 
vear hoist be given the resolution, 
at least as far as the west was con- 
cerned.

FINALS FOR EAST
